The  traveller  in  Easte.  lands  regards 
with  peculiar  interest  the  well  at  which 
preceding  adventurers  have  drank;  the  tree 
or  rock  beneath  whose  shade  they  have  re- 
clined, or  the  spot  where  they  have  suf- 
fered exposure  or  disasters. 

In  the  pilgrimage  of  life,  there  is  some- 
thing quite  analogous  to  this.  We  love  to 
know  what  sources  of  strength  and  refresh- 
ment have  been  accessible  to  those  who 
have  gone  before  us,  to  linger  around  the 
place  of  their  conflicts  and  triumphs,  and  to 
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gaze  upon  tlie  monuments  of  their  fidelity 
and  constancy.  If  we  can  find  a  book  which 
they  have  marked,  or  if  we  recognise  a 
favourite  hymn  of  their's,  or  if  we  have 
access  to  the  room  to  which  they  have 
been  accustomed  to  resort  for  meditation 
and  devotion,  how  naturally  and  strongly 
are  '  our  religious  sympathies  awakened 
thereby ! 

The  diminutive  volume  the  reader  has 
now  in  hand  possesses  no  inconsiderable 
measure  of  the  interest  to  which  we  al- 
lude. It  is  simply  a  transcript  fi:om  the 
Bible.  The  one  hundred  and  nineteenth 
Psalm  suggests  the  topics  of  meditation, 
and  parallel  or  illustrative  texts  are  se- 
lected from  various  parts  of  the  sacred 
volume,  to  impress  and  enforce  them. 

This  useful  and   delightful  task  was 
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self-imposed  by  the  late  3Iiss  Susan  Alii- 
lone, — a  lady  of  siicli  rare  attainments  in 
the  Christian  life,  and  especially  of  such 
exemplarj^  submission  to  the  will  of  God 
through  a  long  period  of  weakness  and 
suffering,  that  we  cannot  but  regard  with 
a  sort  of  reverence  such  a  memento  of  her 
spiritual  taste  and  judgment. 

To  encourage  that  most  laudable  and 
edifying  practice  of  committing  Scripture 
to  memory,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  the 
portions  of  sacred  truth  which  are  cited 
in  the  following  pages  were  brought  from 
the  storehouse  of  the  author's  memory, 
without  the  aid  of  a  concordance  or  pa- 
rallel text-book.  Her  recollection  of  the 
words,  as  well  as  of  the  chapter  and 
verse,  was  verified  by  others,  and  was 
rarely  found  at  fault.     Such  a  thorough 
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knowledge  of  the  teachings  of  the  in- 
spired Yohime  is  a  treasure  as  invaluable 
as  it  is  rare. 

And  it  may  add  to  the  interest,  if  not 
the  usefulness  of  the  volume,  to  accom- 
pany it  with  a  brief  sketch  of  the  author's 
character,  drawn  chiefly  from  the  testi- 
mony of  those  who  kncTS'  her  most  inti- 
mately. 

Miss  Allibone  was  a  Christian  of  the 
deepest  spirituality.  One  more  heavenly- 
minded  is  scarcely  to  be  found.  Her 
walk  was  that  of  Enoch;  her  anoint- 
ing was  that  of  Aaron.  It  was  impossi- 
ble to  be  in  her  chamber  many  moments 
without  the  consciousness  that  one  was  in 
the  presence  of  a  believer  of  extraordi- 
nary attainments  in  holiness.  Truly 
might  it  be  said  of  her,  she  was  full 
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of  faith,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost" — a  monn- 
ment  of  divine  grace — a  vessel  of  honour, 
that  had  been  fitted  to  her  Master's  nse. 
She  was  more  than  a  polished  stone — she 
was  a  pillar  in  the  temple  of  God,  adorn- 
ed and  enriched  with  all  the  graces  of 
the  Spirit,  showing  forth  the  praises  of 
Him  who  had  blessed  her  with  all  spi- 
ritual blessings. 

She  was  wont  to  express  the  comfort 
she  felt  in  having  the  merits  of  the 
Redeemer  to  depend  on — his  blood  to 
cleanse,  his  righteousness  to  justify.  She 
had  evidently  taken  her  station  at  the 
foot  of  the  cross,  and  rested  her  hopes 
of  acceptance  and  of  eternal  life  on  the 
finished  work  of  the  Redeemer.  She 
seemed  to  believe  unhesitatingly  what- 
ever God  had  said  in  his  word.  There 
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was  a  directness  in  the  o-oino;  out  of  lier 
mind  to  God's  truth.  She  took  hold  of  it 
as  a  child  would  take  hold  of  the  words 
of  a  faithful  parent.  She  rested  upon  it ; 
it  formed  her  whole  character. 

It  has  often  been  remarked,  that  she 
was  never  long  with  others  without  say- 
ing- a  word  for  Chiist,  or  showing  her  in- 
terest in  their  welfare.  By  word  or  by 
letter,  by  speaking  or  by  wiiting,  by 
sending  a  book  or  a  tract,  by  one  way  or 
another,  she  appeared  always  employed 
in  leading  others  to  the  Saviour. 

Her  love  was  not  a  mountain  torrent, 
dependent  for  its  supply  upon  the  melting 
snows,  or  the  uncertain  rain ;  now  brawl- 
ing, and  foaming,  and  dashing  along  with 
inundating  force,  and  now  diied  up  to  a 
little  streamlet,  scarce  threading  its  sil- 
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very  way  along  tlie  pebbly  cliaunel ;  but 
a  calm,  majestic  river,  fed  by  unfailing 
well-springs,  flowing  on  in  an  ever-vvdden- 
ing,  ever-deepening  current,  witli  no  bois- 
terous rapids,  no  refluent  eddies ;  giving 
verdure  to  all  its  banks,  and  ever  reflect^ 
ing  heaven  in  its  glassy  bosom. 

Her  zeal,  too,  was  a  well-directed  zeal. 
She  was  wonderfally  taught  by  the  Holy 
Spirit  how  to  speak  a  word  in  due  season. 
Her  conversation  was  always  gentle  and 
willing,  and  at  the  same  time  indicated 
culture  and  elegance  of  mind.  She  had 
the  faculty  of  making  all  her  acquire- 
ments, and  the  rich  stores  of  information 
which  she  had  derived  from  intercourse 
with  others,  tend  to  the  benefit  of  souls. 
Hence,  she  was  prepared  to  meet  every 
variety  of  character  and  every  condition 
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of  spirituality.  The  tlioiiglitless,  slie 
warned;  the  tempted,  she  encouraged: 
the  wavering,  she  strove  to  confirm ; 
the  inquiring  sinner,  she  directed;  the 
mourner  in  Zion  and  the  bruised  and 
sorrowful,  she  comforted. 

Oh,  how  many  will  have  cause  to  bless 
God.  through  eternity  for  her  bright  ex- 
ample, her  ardent  zeal,  and  earnest  pray- 
ers !  Her's  was  an  active  and  useful  life: 
it  was  a  summer's  sun,  which  shone  early, 
brightly,  beneficently. 

For  several  years  after  she  was  confined 
to  her  room,  she  received  a  class  of  boys 
into  her  chamber  every  Tuesday  for  men- 
tal and  religious  instruction;  on  Thurs- 
day, she  had  a  similar  class  for  girls ;  and 
on  Saturday  afternoon,  a  crowd  of  chil- 
dren from  every  rank  in  life  visited  her 
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roODi,  repeated  tlieir  previously-assigned 
verses  or  texts  of  Scripture^  listened  to  tlie 
interesting  narrative  or  instructive  anec- 
dote, and  tlien  kneeled,  wMle  she  sought 
a  blessing  on  their  young  hearts.  One 
who  knew  her  most  intimately,  says : 
Few  in  the  full  tide  of  physical  power 
would  have  more  incessantly  yielded  to 
the  demands  upon  her  time  and  thought, 
than  she  felt  constrained  to  do  by  the 
master-principle  of  her  soul.  A  half- 
finished  letter,  an  attractive  book,  and 
(dearest  and  most  prized  of  all)  a  season 
of  quiet  devotion,  must  be  interrupted  if 
a  person,  however  uninteresting, — a  little 
child  even, — desired  to  see  her  about  the 
state  of  their  immortal  souls.  Thus  has 
she  been  a  living  epistle,  a  daily  reprover 
to  the  self-indulgent  Christian,  working 
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wMle  it  was  day,  fearful  that  tlie  niglit  of 
death  might  cast  its  eternal  shadow  upon 
the  unreconciled  in  heart." 

She  was  pre-eminently  a  cheerful  Chris- 
tian. She  was  a  constant  witness  to  all 
who  saw  her  that  it  is  a  happiness,  and 
not  a  burden,  to  serve  God:  that  his 
"commandments  are  not  grievous ;"  that 
the  ways  of  religion  are  ways  of  plea- 
santness, and  its  paths,  paths  of  peace. 
She  was  like  a  sunbeam- — bright  herself, 
and  making  others  bright.  Of  her  apart- 
ment the  same  friend  observes :  "  It  was 
the  brightest  spot  on  earth.  Blooming 
flowers  and  singing  birds  and  rippling 
waters  coukl  not  have  produced  upon  the 
mind  such  impressions  of  softened  de- 
hght  as  a  visit  to  that  chamber,  which 
contained  a  Christian,  so  long  afflicted 
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with,  physical  suffering,  and  yet  in  the 
midst  of  all  so  patient,  so  cheerful,  so 
happy.  Oh,  how  often  have  I  stood  lin- 
gering upon  the  threshold  of  that  room — • 
after  the  parting  word  had  been  spoken — = 
reluctant  to  leave  a  scene  over  which 
even  angels,  on  their  errands  of  love^ 
must  have  paused  with  admiring  joy!" 

"WTien,  at  the  incipient  stage  of  her 
disease,  her  physician  told  her  that  she 
might  have  to  suffer  for  several  months 
before  she  would  get  relief,  she  replied : 

I  do  not  contemplate  tbe  future  with 
dread  or  anxiety.  If  suffering  and  pri- 
vation become  conducive  to  my  spiritual 
welfare,  I  should  rather  pray  that  they 
may  be  tenfold  increased,  than  in  the 
smallest  degree  mitigated." 

To  a  friend  she  writes,  "  I  come  all 
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the  time  to  Jesus  as  a  poor  helpless  sin- 
ner,—and  as  one  whom  his  mother  com- 
forteth,  so  he  comforts  me;  I  bring  to 
him  the  pain  and  weariness  of  an  al- 
most exhausted  frame,  and  realize  that 
we  have  not  an  high-priest  who  can- 
not be  touched  with  the  feeling  of  our 
infirmities;  and  experience  confirms  my 
hope  that  he  will  never  leave  nor  forsake 
me."  And  thus,  all  along  her  pathway 
until  she  entered  the  celestial  city,  we 
find  her  erecting  these  memorial  pillars 
of  God's  mercy  and  her  resignation. 

When  at  the  last  ^he  began  to  fail, 
she  hailed  each  symptom  of  decay  as  a 
token  of  God's  gracious  intention  to  take 
her  to  himself  in  glory;  she  felt  that  at 
length  the  time  of  her  going  home  had 
come,  and  each  passing  hour  gave  evi- 
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denee  of  the  increasing  brilliancy  of  her 
hope,  and  the  growing  sti^ength  of  her 
faith. 

To  recount  the  hundred  jewelled 
thoughts  which  she  uttered,  and  which 
her  many  friends  will  ever  retain  in  me- 
mory's casket,  would  be  impossible. 
Next  to  prayer,  her  chief  delight  was  to 
repeat,  and  hear  repeated,  texts  of  Scrip- 
ture. Her  soul  was  an  hungered  and 
athirst  after  this  bread  of  life  and  water 
of  life;  and  she  fed  upon  God's  word 
with  an  avidity  which  showed  the  insatia- 
ble cravings  of  her  heart.  To  one  of  her 
cousins,  she  said:  ''I  cannot  desire,  with 
Archbishop  Leighton,  to  die  at  an  inn ;  I 
should  love  to  leave  for  heaven,  surround- 
ed by  my  friends.  If  I  did  not  hioio  in 
whom  I  have  believed,  my  dying  pillow 
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wolilcl  be  tliornv.  I  feel  no  anxiety,  no 
doubt.  I  am  perfectly  safe  in  Cbrist.  I 
have  a  certain  confidencCj  tliongb  I  con- 
stantly ask  to  be  kept  from  presumption. 
How  Christ  is  dishonoured  by  doubts  and 
fears!"  To  one  of  her  aunts,  who  stood 
watching  her  intense  suffering,  she  re- 
marked: I  am  very  happy;  I  feel  that 
Jesus  is  ^vith  me.  I  have  no  strength,  no 
energy;  he  is  my  all  and  in  all."  T^Tien 
allusion  was  made  to  her  expected  disso- 
lution, she  replied :  I  have  not  yet  re- 
ceived permission  to  pass  over  Jordan.  I 
am  just  waiting,  you  know,  until  it 
comes;  but,"  she  added,  with  lo^ung  em- 
phasis, my  friends  want  to  accom- 
pany me  as  far  as  possible  into  the 
^stream." 

Xever  shall  I  forget  (says  her  pastor) 
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mv  last  interview  with  her  in  that  cham- 
ber of  death.  Her  radiant  smile — her 
calm,  yet  heavenly  joy — her  words  of 
peace  and  comfort — her  felicitous  quota- 
tions from  the  Bible — the  unearthly  eleva- 
tion of  her  thoughts — her  waiting  posture 
for  the  exjjected  summons — her  glowing 
love  to  the  Redeemer,  and  her  perfect  as- 
surance of  entering  into  the  joy  of  her 
Lord,  made  an  impression  upon  my  mind 
too  deeply  graven  for  time  to  obliterate. 
I  will  not  attempt  to  describe  that  death- 
scene.  She  died  magnifying  Jesus,  and. 
at  about  twelve  o'clock  on  Friday  noon, 
the  twenty-second  of  September,  (1854,) 
her  ransomed  soul  ^  passed  through 
glory's  morning  gate,  and  walked  in 
paradise.' " 
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"  Gently,   peacefully,  luminously^ 
bright  spirit  set  in  death. 

"As  sets  the  morning  star, 
Which  goes  not  down  behind  the  darkened  West, 
Nor  hides  obscured,  midst  tempests  of  the  sky, 
But  melts  away  unto  the  light  of  heaven/'

15  I  will  mediate  in  thy  precepts, 
and  have  respect  unto  thy  ways. 

This  book  of  the  law  shall  not  depart  out  of  thy 
mouth,  but  thou  shalt  meditate  therein  day  and 
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nighty  that  thou  mayest  observe  to  do  according 
to  all  that  is  written  therein ;  for  then  shalt  thou 
make  thy  way  prosperous,  and  then  thou  shalt  have 
good  success.    Josh.  i.  8. 

16  I  will  delight  myself  in  thy  sta- 
tutes :  I  will  not  forget  thy  word. 

In  God  will  I  praise  his  word :  in  the  Lord  will 
I  praise  his  word.    Psalm  Ivi.  10.

God,  who  commanded  the  light  to  shine  out  of 
darkness,  hath  shined  in  our  hearts,  to  give  the 
light  of  the  knowledge  of  the  glory  of  God  in  the 
face  of  Jesus  Christ.

19  I  am  a  stranger  in  the  earth  : 
hide  not  thy  commandments  from  me. 

These  all  died  in  faith,  not  having  received  the 
promises,  but  having  seen  them  afar  off,  and  were 
persuaded  of  them,  and  embraced  them,  and  con- 
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fessed  that  they  were  strangers  and  pilgrims  on 
the  earth.    Heh,  xi,  13. 

Dearly  beloved,  I  beseech  you^  as  strangers 
and  pilgrims,  abstain  from  fleshly  lusts^  which 
War  againsfc  the  soul.    1  Pet.  ii.  11« 

20  My  soul  breaketh  for  the  longing 
that  it  hath  unto  thy  judgments  at  all 
times. 

As  the  hart  panteth  after  the  water  brooks,  so 
panteth  my  soul  after  thee,  0  Grod.    Psalm  xlii.  1, 

I  count  all  things  but  loss  for  the  excellency 
of  the  knowledge  of  Christ  Jesus  my  Lord;  for 
whom  I  have  suffered  the  loss  of  all  things,  and 
do  count  them  but  dung,  that  I  may  win  Christ, 

And  be  found  in  him,  not  having  mine  own 
righteousness,  which  is_of  the  law,  but  that  which 
is  through  the  faith  of  Christ,  the  righteousness 
which  is  of  God  by  faith  : 

That  I  may  know  him,  and  the  power  of  his 
resurrection,  and  the  fellowship  of  his  sufferings, 
being  made  conformable  unto  his  death  ] 

If  by  any  means  I  might  attain  unto  the  resur- 
rection of  the  dead. 

Not  as  though  I  had  already  attained,  either 
were  already  perfect ;  but  I  follow  after,  if  that 
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I  may  apprehend  that  for  which  also  I  am  appre- 
hended of  Christ  Jesus. 

Brethren,  1  count  not  myself  to  have  appre- 
hended :  but  this  one  thing  I  do,  forgetting  those 
things  which  are  behind,  and  reaching  forth  unto 
those  things  which  are  before, 

I  press  toward  the  mark  for  the  prize  of  the  high 
calling  of  Grod  in  Christ  Jesus.    PhiL  iii.  8-14. 

21  Thou  hast  rebuked  the  proud 
which  are  cursed^  which  do  err  from 
tliy  commandments. 

Thou  shalt  take  up  this  proverb  against  the 
king  of  Babylon,  and  say,  How  hath  the  oppressor 
ceased,  the  golden  city  ceased  ! 

The  Lord  hath  broken  the  staff  of  the  wicked^ 
and  the  sceptre  of  the  rulers. 

He  who  smote  the  people  in  wrath  with  a  con- 
tinual stroke,  he  that  ruled  the  nations  in  anger, 
is  persecuted,  and  none  hindereth. 

The  whole  earth  is  at  rest,  and  is  quiet :  they 
break  forth  into  singing. 

Yea,  the  fir-trees  rejoice  at  thee,  and  the  cedars 
of  Lebanon,  saying,  Since  thou  art  laid  down,  no 
feller  is  come  up  against  us. 

Hell  from  beneath  is  moved  for  thee,  to  meet 
thee  at  thy  coming  :  it  stirreth  up  the  dead  for 
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thee,  even  all  tlie  chief  ones  of  the  earth  :  it  hath 
raised  up  from  their  thrones  all  the  kings  of  the 
nations. 

All  they  shall  speak  and  say  unto  thee.  Art 
thou  also  become  weak  as  we  ?  Art  thou  become 
like  unto  us  ? 

Thy  pomp  is  brought  down  to  the  grave^  and 
the  noise  of  thy  viols  :  the  worm  is  spread  under 
thee,  and  the  worms  cover  thee. 

How  art  thou  fallen  from  heaven,  0  Lucifer, 
son  of  the  morning  !  how  art  thou  cut  down  to 
the  ground,  which  didst  weaken  the  nations ! 

For  thou  hast  said  in  thine  heart,  I  will  ascend 
into  heaven,  I  will  exalt  my  throne  above  the 
stars  of  God  :  I  will  sit  also  upon  the  mount  of 
the  congregation,  in  the  sides  of  the  north  : 

I  will  ascend  above  the  heights  of  the  clouds ; 
I  will  be  like  the  Most  High, 

Yet  thou  shalt  be  brought  down  to  hell,  to  the 
sides  of  the  pit. 

They  that  see  thee  shall  narrowly  look  upon 
thee,  and  consider  thee,  saying,  Is  this  the  man 
that  made  the  earth  to  tremble,  that  did  shake 
kingdoms : 

That  made  the  world  as  a  wilderness,  and  de- 
etroyed  the  cities  thereof:  that  opened  not  the 
house  of  his  prisoners  ? 
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All  the  kings  of  tlie  Dations,  even  all  of  them, 
lie  in  glorj,  ererj  one  in  his  own  house. 

But  thou  art  cast  out  of  thy  grave  like  an 
abominable  branchy  and  as  the  raiment  of  those 
that  are  slain,  thrust  through  with  a  sword,  that 
go  down  to  the  stones  of  the  pit;  as  a  carcass 
trodden  under  feet. 

Thou  shalt  not  be  joined  with  them  in  buiial, 
because  thou  hast  destroyed  thy  land,  and  slain 
thy  people :  the  seed  of  evil-doers  shall  never  be 
renowned. 

Prepare  slaughter  for  his  children  for  the  ini- 
quity of  their  fathers ;  that  they  do  not  rise,  nor 
possess  the  land,  nor  fill  the  face  of  the  world 
with  cities. 

For  I  will  rise  up  against  them,  &aith  the  Lord 
of  hosts,  and  cut  off  from  Babylon  the  name,  and 
remnant,  and  son,  and  nephew,  saith  the  Lord. 

I  will  also  make  it  a  possession  for  the  bittern, 
and  pools  of  water  :  and  I  will  sweep  it  with  the 
besom  of  destruction,  saith  the  Lord  of  hosts. 

The  Lord  of  hosts  hath  sworn,  saying.  Surely 
as  I  have  thought,  so  shall  it  come  to  pass ;  and  as 
I  have  purposed,  so  shall  it  stand.

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And  the  people  gave  a  shout,  sajingj  It  is  the 
voice  of  a  god,  and  not  of  a  man. 

And  immediately  the  angel  of  the  Lord  smote 
him,  because  he  gave  not  Grod  the  glory :  and  he 
was  eaten  of  worms,  and  gave  up  the  ghost.  Acts 
xii.  21-23. 

22  Remove  from  me  rej)roacli  and 
contempt;  for  I  have  kept  thy  testi- 
monies. 

Fret  not  thyself  because  of  evil-doers,  neither 
be  thou  envious  against  the  workers  of  iniquity. 

For  they  shall  soon  be  cut  down  like  the  grass, 
and  wither  as  the  green  herb. 

Trust  in  the  Lord,  and  do  good;  so  shalt  thou 
dwell  in  the  land,  and  verily  thou  shalt  be  fed. 

Delight  thyself  also  in  the  Lord ;  and  he  shall 
give  thee  the  desires  of  thine  heart. 

Commit  thy  way  unto  the  Lord;  trust  also  in 
him ;  and  he  shall  bring  it  to  pass.

Daniel  answered  and  said  before  the  king,  Let 
thy  gifts  be  to  thyself,  and  give  thy  rewards  to 
another;  yet  I  will  read  the  writing  unto  the 
king,  and  make  known  unto  him  the  interpreta- 
tion. 

0  thou  king,  the  most  high  God  gave  Xebu- 
chadnezzar  thy  father  a  kingdom,  and  majesty, 
and  glory,  and  honour  : 

And  for  the  majesty  that  he  gave  him,  all 
people,  nations,  and  languages,  trembled  and 
feared  before  him :  whom  he  would  he  slew ; 
and  whom  he  would  he  kept  alive ;  and  whom  he 
would  he  set  up;  and  whom  he  would  he  put 
down.

And  thou  his  son,  0  Belshazzar,  hast  not  hum- 
bled thine  heart,  though  thou  knewest  all  this ; 

But  hast  lifted  up  thyself  against  the  Lord  of 
heaven ;  and  they  have  brought  the  vessels  of  his 
house  before  thee,  and  thou,  and  thy  lords,  thy 
wives,  and  thy  concubines,  have  drunk  wine  in 
them;  and  thou  hast  praised  the  gods  of  silver, 
and  gold,  of  brass,  iron,  wood,  and  stone,  which 
see  not,  nor  hear,  nor  know :  and  the  Grod  in 
whose  hand  thy  breath  is,  and  whose  are  all  thy 
ways,  hast  thou  not  glorified. 

Then  was  the  part  of  the  hand  sent  from  him  3 
and  this  writing  was  written. 

And  this  is  the  writing  that  was  written, 
MENE,  MENE,  TEKEL,  UPHAESIN. 

This  is  the  interpretation  of  the  thing :  MENE  ; 
God  hath  numbered  thy  kingdom,  and  finished  it, 

TEKEL;  Thou  art  weighed  in  the  balances, 
and  art  found  wanting. 

PERES ;  Thy  kingdom  is  divided,  and  given 
to  the  Modes  and  Persians.    Dan.  v.  17-28. 

I  am  not  ashamed  of  the  gospel  of  Christ :  for 
it  is  the  power  of  Grod  unto  salvation  to  every  one 
that  believeth ;  to  the  Jew  first,  and  also  to  the 
Greek.    Rom.  i.  16.

But  let  him  that  glorieth,  glory  in  this,  that  he 
understandeth  and  knoweth  me,  that  I  am  the 
Lord  which  exercise  loving-kindness,  judgment, 
and  righteousness,  in  the  earth :  for  in  these 
things  I  delight,  saith  the  Lord.    Jer.  ix.  23,  24. 

For  it  is  written,  I  will  destroy  the  wisdom  of 
the  wise,  and  will  bring  to  nothing  the  under- 
standing of  the  prudent. 

Where  is  the  wise  ?  where  is  the  scribe  ?  where 
is  the  disputer  of  this  world  ?  hath  not  God  made 
foolish  the  wisdom  of  this  world  ? 

For  after  that  in  the  wisdom  of  God  the  world 
by  wisdom  knew  not  God,  it  pleased  God  by  the 
foolishness  of  preaching  to  save  them  that  believe. 

For  the  Jews  require  a  sign,  and  the  Greeks 
seek  after  wisdom : 

But  we  preach  Christ  crucified,  unto  the  Jews 
a  stumbling-block,  and  unto  the  Greeks  foolish- 
ness ; 

But  unto  them  which  are  called,  both  Jews  and 
Greeks,  Christ,  the  power  of  God,  and  the  wisdom 
of  God. 

Because  the  foolishness  of  God  is  wiser  than 
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men ;  and  the  weakness  of  God  is  stronger  than 
men. 

For  ye  see  your  callings  brethren^  how  that  not 
many  wise  men  after  the  fleshy  not  many  mighty, 
not  many  noble  are  called  : 

But  God  hath  chosen  the  foolish  things  of  the 
world  to  confound  the  wise ;  and  God  hath  chosen 
the  weak  things  of  the  world  to  confound  the 
things  which  are  mighty. 

And  base  things  of  the  world,  and  things  which 
are  despised,  hath  God  chosen,  yea,  and  things 
which  are  not,  to  brino;  to  nouo-ht  thing's  that  are : 

That  no  flesh  should  glory  in  his  presence.

That,  according  as  it  is  written,  He  that  glori- 
eth,  let  him  glory  in  the  Lord.

0  send  out  thy  light  and  thy  truth :  let  them 
lead  me  ]  let  them  bring  me  unto  thy  holy  hill, 
and  to  thy  tabernacles.    Psalm  xliii.  3. 
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To  the  law  and  to  the  testimonies  :  if  they 
speak  not  according  to  this  word^  it  is  because 
there  is  no  light  in  them.    Isa.  viii.  20. 

106  I  have  sworn,  and  I  will  per- 
form it,  that  I  will  keep  thy  righteous 
judgments. 

The  king  stood  by  a  pillar,  and  made  a  cove- 
nant before  the  Lord,  to  walk  after  the  Lord,  and 
to  keep  his  commandments,  and  his  testimonies, 
and  his  statutes,  with  ail  their  heart,  and  with  all 
their  soul,  to  perform  the  words  of  this  covenant 
that  were  written  in  this  book.  And  all  the  peo- 
ple stood  to  the  covenant.    2  Kings  xxiii.  3. 

And  the  rest  of  the  people,  the  priests,  the 
Levites,  the  porters,  the  singers,  the  Nethinims, 
and  all  they  that  had  separated  themselves  from 
the  people  of  the  lands  unto  the  law  of  Grod, 
their  wives,  their  sons,  and  their  daughters, 
every  one  having  knowledge,  and  having  under- 
standing; 

They  clave  to  their  brethren,  their  nobles,  and 
entered  into  a  curse,  and  into  an  oath,  to  walk  in 
God^s  law,  which  was  given  by  Moses  the  servant 
of  Grod,  and  to  observe  and  do  all  the  command- 
ments of  the  Lord  our  Lord,  and  his  judgments, 
and  his  statutes.    JYeh.  x.  28,  29. 
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YoW;,  and  pay  unto  the  Lord  your  God.  Psalm 
Ixxvi.  11. 

When  thou  vowest  a  vow  unto  God,  defer  not 
to  pay  it ;  for  he  hath  no  pleasure  in  fools :  pay 
that  which  thou  hast  vowed. 

Better  is  it  that  thou  shouldest  not  vow,  than 
that  thou  shouldest  vow  and  not  pay.  JEccI.  y. 
4,5. 

107  I  am  afflicted  very  much: 
quicken  me^  0  Lord^  according  unto 
thy  word. 

Be  thou  my  strong  habitation,  whereunto  I 
may  continually  resort :  thou  hast  given  com= 
mandment  to  save  me;  for  thou  art  my  rock  and 
my  fortress. 

Thou,  which  hast  showed  me  great  and  sore 
troubles,  shalt  quicken  me  again,  and  shalt  bring 
me  up  again  from  the  depths  of  the  earth.  Psalm 
Ixxi.  3,  20. 

The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  God  is  upon  me ;  be- 
cause  the  Lord  hath  anointed  me  to  preach  good 
tidings  unto  the  meek ;  he  hath  sent  me  to  bind 
up  the  broken-hearted,  to  proclaim  liberty  to  the 
captives,  and  the  opening  of  the  prison  to  them 
that  are  bound; 

To  proclaim  the  acceptable  year  of  the  Lord^ 
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and  the  clay  of  vengeance  of  our  God ;  to  comfort 
all  that  mourn.    Isa,  Ixi.  1;  2. 

108  Accept^  I  beseech  tliee,  the  free- 
mil-offerings  of  my  mouth.  0  Lord, 
and  teach  me  thv  judgments. 

I  will  praise  the  name  of  God  with  a  song^  and 
will  magnify  him  with  thanksgiving. 

This  also  shall  please  the  Lord  better  than  an 
ox  or  bullock  that  hath  horns  and  hoofs.  Psalm 
Ixix.  30,  31. 

Many  nations  shall  come,  and  say,  Come,  and 
let  us  go  up  to  the  mountain  of  the  Lord,  and  to 
the  house  of  the  God  of  Jacob;  and  he  will  teach 
us  of  his  ways,  and  we  will  walk  in  his  paths  :  for 
the  law  shall  go  forth  of  Zion,  and  the  word  of  the 
Lord  from  Jerusalem.    Micah  iv.  2. 

By  him  (Christ)  therefore  let  us  offer  the  sacri- 
fice of  praise  to  God  continually,  that  is  the  fruit 
of  our  lips,  giving  thanks  to  his  name.  Heh. 
xiii.  15. 

Ye  also,  as  lively  stones,  are  built  up  a  spiritual  » 
house,  an  holy  priesthood,  to  offer  up  spiritual 
sacrifices,  acceptable  to  God  by  Jesus  Christ. 

Ye  are  a  chosen  generation,  a  royal  priesthood, 
an  holy  nation,  a  peculiar  people ;  that  ye  should 
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shew  forth  the  praises  of  Him  who  hath  called 
you  out  of  darkness  into  his  marvellous  light. 
1  Pet.  ii.  5,  9. 

109  My  soul  is  continually  in  my 
hand :  yet  do  I  not  forget  thy  law. 

When  Daniel  knew  that  the  writing  was  signed, 
he  went  into  his  house ;  and  his  windows  being- 
open  in  his  chamber  toward  Jerusalem ,  he  kneeled 
Upon  his  koees  three  times  a  day,  and  prayed,  and 
gave  thanks  before  his  Grod^  as  he  did  aforetime. 
Dan.  vi.  10. 

110  The  wicked  have  laid  a  snare 
for  me  :  yet  I  erred  not  from  thy  pre- 
cepts. 

If  it  be  so,  our  God  whom  we  serve  is  able  to 
deliver  us  from  the  burning  fiery  furnace,  and  he 
will  deliver  us  out  of  thy  hand,  0  king. 

But  if  not,  be  it  known  unto  thee,  0  king, 
that  we  will  not  serve  thy  gods,  nor  worship  the 
golden  image  which  thou  hast  set  up.  Dan.  iii. 
17, 18. 

They  (the  rulers)  called  them,  and  commanded 
them  not  to  speak  at  all^  nor  teach  in  the  name 
of  Jesus. 
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But  Peter  and  John  answered  and  said  nnto 
them,  Whether  it  be  right  in  the  sight  of  God^  to 
hearken  unto  jou  more  than  unto  God,  judge  je, 

For  we  cannot  but  speak  the  things  which  we 
have  seen  and  heard.    Acts  iv.  18-20. 

The  angel  of  the  Lord  by  night  opened  the 
prison-doors,  and  brought  them  (the  apostles) 
forth,  and  said, 

Go,  stand  and  speak  in  the  temple  to  the  peo- 
ple all  the  words  of  this  life. 

And  when  they  heard  that,  they  entered  into 
the  temple  early  in  the  morning  and  taught.  But 
the  high-priest  came,  and  they  that  were  with 
him,  and  called  the  council  together,  and  all  the 
senate  of  the  children  of  Israel,  and  sent  to  the 
prison  to  have  them  brought. 

But  when  the  officers  came,  and  found  them 
not  in  the  prison,  they  returned,  and  told, 

Saying,  The  prison  truly  found  we  shut  with 
all  safety,  and  the  keepers  standing  without  be- 
fore the  doors :  but  when  we  had  opened  we 
found  no  man  within. 

Now  when  the  high-priest,  and  the  captain  of 
the  temple,  and  the  chief  priests  heard  these 
things,  they  doubted  of  them  whereunto  this  would 
grow. 

Then  came  one  and  told  them,  saying.  Behold, 
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the  men  whom  ye  put  in  prison^  are  standing  in 
the  temple^  and  teaching  the  people. 

Then  went  the  captain  with  the  officers,  and 
brought  them  without  violence  :  for  they  feared 
the  people,  lest  they  should  have  been  stoned. 

Aud  when  they  had  brought  them,  they  set 
them  before  the  council :  and  the  high-priest 
asked  them, 

Saying,  Did  not  we  strictly  command  you,  that 
ye  should  not  teach  in  this  name  ?  and  behold,  ye 
have  filled  Jerusalem  with  your  doctrine,  and  in- 
tend to  bring  this  man's  blood  upon  us. 

Then  Peter  and  the  other  apostles  answered  and 
said,  We  ought  to  obey  God  rather  than  men. 
Acts  V.  19-29. 

Ill  Thy  testimonies:  have  I  taken 
as  an  heritage  forever :  for  they  are  the 
rejoicing  of  my  heart. 

I  led  in  the  way  of  righteousness,  in  the  midst 
of  the  paths  of  judgment  : 

That  I  may  cause  those  that  love  me  to  inherit 
substance-  and  I  will  fill  their  treasures.  P/'ov. 
viii.  20,  21. 

TVisdom  and  knowledge  shall  be  the  stability 
of  thy  times,  and  strength  of  salvation  :  the  fear 
of  the  Lord  is  his  treasure.    La.  xxxiii.  6. 
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112  I  have  incliued  mine  heart  to 
perform  thy  statutes  ahvays^,  even  unto 
the  end. 

Thy  servant  (Solomon)  is  in  the  midst  of  thy 
people  which  thou  hast  chosen^  a  great  people 
that  cannot  be  numbered  nor  counted  for  mul- 
titude. 

Give  therefore  thy  servant  an  understanding 
heart  to  judge  thy  people,  that  I  may  discern  be- 
tween good  and  bad:  for  who  is  able  to  judge  this 
thy  so  great  a  people  ?    1  Kings  iii.  8,  9. 

Then  said  Jesus  to  those  Jews  which  believed 
on  him,  If  ye  continue  in  my  word,  then  are  ye 
my  disciples  indeed.    John  viii.  31. 

Thou,  0  man  of  God,  flee  these  things;  and 
follow  after  righteousness,  godliness,  faith,  love, 
patience,  meekness. 

Fight  the  good  fight  of  faith,  lay  hold  on 
eternal  life,  whereunto  thou  art  also  called,  and 
hast  professed  a  good  profession  before  many 
witnesses. 

I  give  thee  charge  in  the  sight  of  God,  who 
quickeneth  all  things,  and  before  Christ  Jesus, 
who  before  Pontius  Pilate  witnessed  a  good  con- 
fession ; 

That  thou  keep  this  commandment  without 
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spot^  unrebukable^  until  the  appeariDg  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.    1  Tliii.  iv.  11-14.  "

If  au}'  man  be  in  Christy  he  is  a  new  creature  :

The  weapons  of  our  warfare  are  not  carnal^  but 
mighty  through  God  to  the  pulling  down  of  strong 
holds. 

Casting  down  imaginations^  and  every  high 
thing  that  exalteth  itself  against  the  knowledge 
of  God,  and  bringing  into  captivity  every  thought 
to  the  obedience  of  Christ.    2  Cor,  x.  4^  5. 

114  Thou  art  my  hidmg-pLace  and 
my  shield :  I  hope  in  thy  word. 

The  beloved  of  the  Lord  shall  dwell  in  safety 
by  him;  and  the  Lord  shall  cover  him  all  the  day 
long^  and  he  shall  dwell  between  his  shoulders. 

The  eternal  God  is  thy  refuge,  and  underneath 
are  the  everlasting;  arms  ;  and  he  shall  thrust  out 
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the  enemy  from  before  thee ;  and  shall  say^  De- 
stroy them. 

Happy  art  thou^  0  Israel :  who  is  like  unto 
theO;  0  people  saved  by  the  Lord;  the  shield  of 
thy  help,  and  who  is  the  sword  of  thy  excellency !

Then  rose  up  Zerubbabel  the  son  of  Shealtiel, 
and  Joshua  the  son  of  Jozadak^  and  began  to 
build  the  house  of  God  which  was  at  Jerusalem : 
Uzra  V.  2. 

[Tatnai  the  governor  writes  to  King  Darius  to 
prevent  it ;  Darius  answers^]

Let  this  work  of  this  house  of  God  alone.

Moreover  I  make  a  decree  what  ye  shall  do  to

be  given  unto  these  men^  that  they  be  not  hin- 
dered.

And  they  builded^  and  finished  it^  according  to 
the  commandment  of  the  God  of  Israel^  and  ac- 
cording to  the  commandment  of  Cyrus^  and  Darius^ 
and  Artaxerxes^  king  of  Persia. 

And  this  house  was  finished  on  the  third  day 
of  the  month  Adar,  which  was  in  the  sixth  year 
of  the  reign  of  Darius  the  king.    Ezra  vi.  6-15. 

I  sent  messengers  unto  them^  saying,  I  am 
doing  a  great  work^  so  that  I  cannot  come  down  : 
why  should  the  work  cease_,  whilst  I  leave  it^  and 
come  down  to  you?    Xeh.  vi.  3. 

116  Upliolcl  me  according  unto  thy 
word,  that  I  may  live  :  and  let  me  not 
be  ashamed  of  my  hope. 

Judge  me^  0  Lord  ]  for  I  have  walked  in  mine 
integrity:  I  have  trusted  also  in  the  Lord;  there- 
fore  I  shall  not  slide.    Psalm  xxvi.  1. 

3Iy  soul  followeth  hard  after  thee  :  thy  right 
hand  upholdeth  me.    Psalm  Ixiii.  8. 

I  am  continually  with  thee  :  thou  hast  holden 
me  by  m}'  right  hand. 
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Thou  shalt  guide  me  with  thy  counsel^  and 
afterward  receive  me  to  glory.  Piolm  Ixxiii. 
23,  24. 

Thou  shalt  know  that  I  am  the  Lord;  for 
they  shall  not  be  ashamed  that  wait  for  me. 
Im.  xlix.  23. 

T  give  unto  them  eternal  life ;  and  they  shall 
never  perish,  neither  shall  any  pluck  them  out  of 
my  hand. 

My  Father,  which  gave  them  me,  is  greater 
than  all ;  and  none  is  able  to  pluck  them  out  of 
my  Father^s  hand.    Jolin  x.  28,  29. 

117  Hold  tliou  me  up^  and  I  shall 
be  safe  :  and  I  will  have  respect  unto 
thy  statutes  continually. 

Thou  hast  delivered  my  soul  from  death  :  will 
not  thou  deliver  my  feet  from  falling,  that  I  may 
walk  before  God  in  the  light  of  the  living  ? 
Psalm  Ivi.  13. 

0  bless  our  God,  ye  people,  and  make  the  voice 
of  his  praise  to  be  heard  : 

Which  holdeth  our  soul  in  life  and  suffereth  not 
our  feet  to  be  moved.    Pmlm  Ixvi.  8,  9. 

Surely,  shall  one  say,  In  the  Lord  have  I 
righteousness  and  strength  !    isa.  xlv.  2-4. 
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lis  Tlioii  hast  trodden  down  aU 
them  that  do  err  from  thy  statutes  :  for 
their  deceit  is  falsehood. 

Samuel  also  said  unto  Saul.  The  Lord  sent  me 
to  anoint  thee  to  be  king  over  his  people,  over 
Israel :  now  therefore  hearken  thou  unto  the  voice 
of  the  words  of  the  Lord. 

And  Samuel  said  unto  Saul.  I  will  not  return 
with  thee  :  for  thou  hast  rejected  the  word  of  the 
Lord,  and  the  Lord  hath  rejected  thee  from  being 
king  over  Israel.    1  Sam.  xv.  1,  26. 

Then  said  Saul  ^nto  his  armour-bearer.  Praw 
thj  sword,  and  thrust  me  tlirough  therewith;  lest 
these  uncircumcised  come  and  thrust  me  throuD:h 
and  abuse  me.  But  his  armom'-bearer  would  not; 
for  he  was  sore  afraid.  Therefore  Saul  took  a 
Rword  and  fell  upon  it. 

And  when  his  armour-bearer  saw  that  Saul  was 
dead,  he  fell  likewise  upon  his  sword,  and  died 
with  him.    1  Sam.  xxxi.  4.  5. 

So  they  hanged  Haman  on  the  gallows  that  he 
had  prepared  for  3Iordecai.    Esth.  vii.  10. 

A  certain  man  named  Ananias,  with  Sapphira 
his  wife,  sold  a  possession, 

And  kept  back  part  of  the  price,  (his  wife  also 
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being  privy  to  it,)  and  broiiglit  a  certain  part, 
and  laid  it  at  the  apostles^  feet. 

But  Peter  said,  Ananias,  why  hath  Satan  filled 
thine  heart  to  lie  to  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  to  keep 
back  part  of  the  price  of  the  land  ? 

While  it  remained,  was  it  not  thine  own  ?  and 
after  it  was  sold,  was  it  not  in  thine  own  power  ? 
why  hast  thou  conceived  this  thing  in  thine 
heart?  thou  hast  not  lied  unto  men,  but  unto 
God. 

And  Ananias  hearing  these  words,  fell  down, 
and  gave  up  the  ghost.  And  great  fear  came  on 
all  them  that  heard  these  things. 

And  the  young  men  arose,  wound  him  up,  and 
carried  him  out,  and  buried  him. 

And  it  was  about  the  space  of  three  hours 
after,  when  his  wife,  not  knowing  what  was  done, 
came  in. 

And  Peter  answered  unto  her,  Tell  me  whether 
ye  sold  the  land  for  so  much?  And  she  said, 
Yea,  for  so  much. 

Then  Peter  said  unto  her,  How  is  it  that  ve 
have  agreed  together  to  tempt  the  Spirit  of  the 
Lord  ?  behold  the  feet  of  them  which  have  buried 
thy  husband  are  at  the  door,  and  shall  carry  thee 
out. 

Then  fell  she  down  straightway  at  his  feet,  and 
9 
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yielded  up  the  ghost.  And  the  young  men  came 
in,  and  found  her  dead,  and  carrying  her  forth, 
buried  her  by  her  husband.    Acts  v.  1-10. 

119  Thou  puttest  away  all  the 
wicked  of  the  earth  hke  dross  :  there- 
fore I  love  thy  testimonies. 

Then  sang  Moses  and  the  children  of  Israel 
this  song  unto  the  Lord,  and  spake,  saying,  I 
will  sing  unto  the  Lord,  for  he  hath  triumphed 
gloriously ;  the  horse  and  his  rider  hath  he  thrown 
into  the  sea. 

The  Lord  is  my  strength  and  song,  and  he  is 
become  my  salvation  :  he  is  my  Grod,  and  I  will 
prepare  him  a  habitation ;  my  father's  God,  and  I 
will  exalt  him. 

The  Lord  is  a  man  of  war:  the  Lord  is  his 
name. 

Pharaoh^s  chariots  and  his  host  hath  he  cast 
into  the  sea  :  his  chosen  captains  also  are  drowned 
in  the  Red  sea. 

The  depths  have  covered  them  :  they  sank  into 
the  bottom  as  a  stone. 

Thy  right  hand,  0  Lord,  is  become  glorious  in 
power :  thy  right  hand,  0  Lord,  hath  dashed  in 
pieces  the  enemy. 
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And  in  the  greatness  of  thine  excellency  thou 
hast  overthrown  them  that  rose  up  against  thee  : 
thou  sentest  forth  thy  wrath,  which  consumed 
them  as  stubble. 

And  with  the  blast  of  thy  nostrils  the  waters 
were  gathered  together,  the  floods  stood  upright 
as  an  heap,  and  the  depths  were  congealed  in  the 
heart  of  the  sea. 

The  enemy  said,  I  will  pursue,  I  will  overtake, 
I  will  divide  the  spoil :  my  lust  shall  be  satisfied 
upon  them ;  I  will  draw  my  sword,  mine  hand 
shall  destroy  them. 

Thou  didst  blow  with  thy  wind,  the  sea  covered 
them  :  they  sank  as  lead  in  the  mighty  waters. 

Who  is  like  unto  thee,  0  Lord,  among  the 
gods  ?  who  is  like  thee,  glorious  in  holiness,  fear- 
ful in  praises,  doing  wonders  ? 

Thou  stretchedst  out  thy  right  hand ;  the  earth 
swallowed  them. 

Thou  in  thy  mercy  hast  led  forth  the  people 
which  thou  hast  redeemed :  thou  hast  guided 
them  in  thy  strength  unto  thy  holy  habitation. 

The  people  shall  hear,  and  be  afraid :  sor- 
row shall  take  hold  on  the  inhabitants  of  Pales- 
tina. 

Then  the  dukes  of  Edom  shall  be  amazed ;  the 
mighty  men  of  Moab,  trembling  shall  take  hold 
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upon  them ;  all  the  inhabitants  of  Canaan  shall 
melt  away. 

Fear  and  dread  shall  fall  ujDon  them ;  by  the 
greatness  of  thine  arm  they  shall  be  as  still  as  a 
stone ;  till  thy  people  pass  over^  0  Lord;  till  the 
people  pass  over^  which  thou  hast  purchased. 

Thou  shalt  bring  them  in^  and  plant  them  in 
the  mountain  of  thine  inheritance^  in  the  place, 
0  Lord,  which  thou  hast  iiiade  for  thee  to  dwell 
in  •  in  the  sanctuary^  0  Lord,  which  thy  hands 
have  established. 

The  Lord  shall  reign  forever  and  ever. 

For  the  horse  of  Pharaoh  went  in  with  his  cha- 
riots and  with  his  horsemen  into  the  sea,  and  the 
Lord  brought  again  the  waters  of  the  sea  upon 
them  :  but  the  children  of  Israel  went  on  dry  land 
in  the  midst  of  the  sea.    Ex.  xv.  1-19. 

They  are  exalted  for  a  little  while^  but  are  gone 
and  brought  low ;  they  are  taken  out  of  the  way 
as  all  other,  and  cut  off  as  the  tops  of  the  ears  of 
corn.    Jolj  xxiv.  24, 

Behold,  the  day  cometh,  that  shall  burn  as  an 
oven ;  and  all  the  proud,  yea,  and  all  that  do 
wickedly,  shall  be  stubble :  and  the  day  that 
cometh  shall  burn  them  up,  saith  the  Lord  of 
hosts,  that  it  shall  leave  them  neither  root  nor 
branch.    Mah  iv.  1. 
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120  My  flesh  trembletli  for  fear  of 
thee;  and  I  am  afraid  of  thy  judg- 
ments. 

Because  tMne  heart  was  tender,  and  thou  didst 
humble  thyself  before  God  when  thou  heardest 
his  words  against  this  place,  and  against  the  in- 
habitants thereof,  and  humblest  thyself  before  me, 
and  didst  rend  thy  clothes,  and  weep  before  me ; 

1  have  even  heard  thee  also,  saith  the  Lord. 

2  Chron.  xxxiv.  27. 

To  this  man  will  I  look,  even  to  him  that  is 
poor  and  of  a  contrite  spirit,  and  trembleth  at  my 
word.    Isa.  Ixvi.  2. 

I  was  left  alone,  and  saw  this  great  vision,  and 
there  remained  no  strength  in  me  :  for  my  come- 
liness  was  turned  in  me  into  corruption,  and  I  re- 
tained no  strength. 

Yet  heard  I  the  voice  of  his  words  :  and  when 
I  heard  the  voice  of  his  words,  then  was  I  in  a 
deep  sleep  on  my  face,  and  my  face  toward  the 
ground. 

And  behold,  an  hand  touched  me,  which  set 
me  upon  my  knees  and  upon  the  palms  of  my 
hands, 

And  he  said  unto  me,  0  Daniel,  a  man  greatly 
beloved,  understand  the  words  that  I  speak  unto 
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tliee^  and  stand  upriglit :  for  unto  thee  am  I  now 
sent.  And  when  he  had  spoken  this  word  unto 
me,  I  stood  trembling.

154  Plead  my  cause,  and  deliver 
me :  quicken  me  according  to  thy 
word. 

Thou  hast  been  a  strength  to  the  poor,  a  strength 

to  the  needy  in  his  distress,  a  refuge  from  the 

storm,  a  shadow  from  the  heat,  when  the  blast  of 
11 
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tlie  terrible  ones  is  as  a  storm  against  the  wall. 
Isa.  XXV.  ^. 

I  know  the  thoughts  that  I  think  toward  you^ 
saith  the  Lord,  thoughts  of  peace^  and  not  of  evil, 
to  give  you  an  expected  end.    Jer.  xxix.  11. 

They  shall  come  and  sing  in  the  heights  of  Zion^ 
and  shall  flow  together  to  the  goodness  of  the  Lord, 
for  wheat,  and  for  wine,  and  for  oil,  and  for  the 
youDg  of  the  flock  and  of  the  herd  :  and  their 
soul  shall  be  as  a  watered  garden ;  and  they  shall 
not  sorrow  any  more  at  all. 

Then  shall  the  virgin  rejoice  in  the  dance,  both 
young  men  and  old  together ;  for  I  will  turn  their 
mourning  into  joy,  and  will  comfort  them,  and 
make  them  rejoice  from  their  sorrow.  Jer.  xxxi. 
12,  13. 

155  Salvation  is  far  from  the  wick- 
ed :  for  they  seek  not  thy  statutes. 

The  wicked,  through  the  pride  of  his  counte- 
nance,  will  not  seek  after  God  :  God  is  not  in  all 
his  thoughts.    Psalm  x.  4. 

Ye  will  not  come  to  me,  that  ye  might  have 
life.    J'jlin  V.  10. 


156  Great  are  thy  tender  mercies,  0 
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Lord :  quicken  me  according  to  thy 
judgments. 

I  will  mention  the  lovino'-kindnesses  of  the 
Lord,  and  the  praises  of  the  Lord,  according  to 
all  that  the  Lord  hath  bestowed  on  us,  and  the 
great  goodness  toward  the  house  of  Israel,  which 
he  hath  bestowed  on  them,  according  to  his  mer- 
cies, and  according  to  the  multitude  of  his  loving- 
kindnesses.    Isa.  Ixiii.  7. 

I  will  be  as  the  dew  unto  Israel :  he  shall  grow 
as  the  lily,  and  cast  forth  his  roots  as  Lebanon. 

His  branches  shall  spread,  and  his  beauty  shall 
be  as  the  olive-tree,  and  his  smell  as  Lebanon. 

They  that  dwell  under  his  shadow  shall  return; 
they  shall  revive  as  the  corn,  and  grow  as  the 
vine  :  the  scent  thereof  shall  be  as  the  wine  of 
Lebanon.    Moseaxiv.  5-7. 

157  Many  are  my  persecutors  and 
mine  enemies ;  yet  do  I  not  decline 
from  tliv  testimonies. 

Stephen,  full  of  faith  and  power,  did  great  won- 
ders and  miracles  among  the  people. 

Then  there  arose  certain  of  the  synagogue, 
which  is  called  the  synagogue  of  the  LibertineS; 
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and  Cyrenians,  and  Alexandrians,  and  of  tliem  of 
Cilicia,  and  of  Asia,  disputing  with  Stephen. 

And  they  were  not  able  to  resist  the  wisdom 
and  the  spirit  by  which  he  spake.    Acts  vi.  8-10. 

And  as  we  tarried  there  many  days,  there  came 
down  from  Judah  a  certain  prophet,  named 
Agabus. 

And  when  he  was  come  unto  us,  he  took  Paul's 
girdle,  and  bound  his  own  hands  and  feet,  and 
said,  Thus  saith  the  Holy  Ghost,  So  shall  the 
Jews  at  Jerusalem  bind  the  man  that  owneth  this 
girdle,  and  shall  deliver  him  into  the  hands  of  the 
Gentiles. 

And  when  we  heard  these  things,  both  we,  and 
they  of  that  place,  besought  him  not  to  go  up  to 
Jerusalem. 

Then  Paul  answered.  What  mean  ye  to  weep, 
and  break  mine  heart  ?  for  I  am  ready  not  to  be 
bound  only,  but  also  to  die  at  Jerusalem  for  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Jesus.    Acts  xxi.  10-13. 

158  I  beheld  the  transgressors,  and 
was  grieved;  because  they  kept  not  thy 
word. 

The  Lord  said  unto  him.  Go  through  the  midst 
of  the  city,  through  the  midst  of  Jerusalem,  and 
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set  a  mark  upon  the  foreheads  of  the  men  that 
sigh  and  that  cry  for  all  the  abominations  that  be 
done  in  the  midst  thereof 

And  to  the  others  he  said  in  mine  hearing,  Gro 
je  after  him  through  the  city^  and  smite  :  let  not 
your  eje  spare,  neither  have  ye  pity : 

Slay  utterly  old  and  young,  both  maids,  and 
little  children,  and  woman :  but  come  not  near 
any  man  upon  whom  is  the  mark.    Uzek.  ix.  4-6. 

Now  while  Paul  waited  for  them  at  Athens,  his 
spirit  was  stirred  in  him,  when  he  saw  the  city 
wholly  given  to  idolatry.    Acts  xvii.  16. 

(Grod)  delivered  just  Lot,  vexed  with  the  filthy 
conversation  of  the  wicked  : 

(For  that  righteous  man  dwelling  among  them, 
in  seeing  and  hearing,  vexed  his  righteous  soul 
from  day  to  day  with  their  unlawful  deeds.) 
2  Feter  ii.  7,  8. 

159  Consider  how  I  love  thy  pre- 
cepts :  quicken  me,  0  Lord,  according 
to  thy  loving-kindness. 

Showing  mercy  unto  thousands  of  them  that 
love  me  and  keep  my  commandments.    Ex.  xx.  6. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  world  men  have  not 
heard  nor  perceived  by  the  ear,  neither  hath  the 
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eye  seen,  0  God,  besides  thee,  what  he  hath  pre- 
pared for  him  that  waiteth  for  him. 

Thou  meetest  him  that  rejoiceth  and  worketh 
righteousness,  those  that  remember  thee  in  thy 
ways :  behold,  thou  art  wroth ;  for  we  have  sin- 
ned :  in  those  is  continuance,  and  we  shall  be 
saved.    Isa.  Ixiv.  4,  5. 

The  Lord  hath  appeared  of  old  unto  me,  saying. 
Yea,  I  have  loved  thee  with  an  everlasting  love  ; 
therefore  with  loving-kindness  have  I  drawn  thee. 
Jer.  xxxi.  3. 

Whoso  keepeth  his  word,  in  him  verily  is  the 
love  of  God  perfected.    1  John  ii.  5. 

160  Thy  word  is  true  from  the  be- 
ginning :  and  every  one  of  thy  right- 
eous judgments  endureth  forever. 

The  truth  of  the  Lord  endureth  forever.  Psalm 
cxvii.  2. 

(The  God  of  Jacob)  which  keepeth  truth  for- 
ever.   Psalm  cxlvi.  6. 

I  know,  that,  whatsoever  God  doeth,  it  shall  be 
forever  :  nothing  can  be  put  to  it,  nor  any  thing 
taken  from  it :  and  God  doeth  it,  that  men  should 
fear  before  him.

Thou  wilt  perform  the  truth  to  Jacob,  and  the 
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mercy  to  Abraham,  wliicli  thou  hast  sworn  unto 
our  fathers  from  the  days  of  old,    JJicah  yii.

161  Princes  have  persecuted  me 
wittiout  a  cause  :  but  my  heart  stand- 
eth  in  awe  of  thy  word. 

In  the  fear  of  the  Lord  is  strong  confidence : 
and  his  children  shall  have  a  place  of  refuge. 
Froi'.  xiv.  26. 

Then  Paul,  after  that  the  governor  had  beck- 
oned unto  him  to  speak,  answered,  Forasmuch 
as  I  know  that  thou  hast  been  of  many  years  a 
judge  unto  this  nation,  I  do  the  more  cheerfully 
answer  for  myself : 

Because  that  thou  mayest  understand,  that 
there  are  yet  but  twelve  days  since  I  went  up  to 
Jerusalem  for  to  worship. 

And  they  neither  found  me  in  the  temple  dis- 
puting with  any  man,  neither  raising  up  the  peo- 
ple, neither  in  the  synagogues,  nor  in  the  city  : 

Neither  can  they  prove  the  things  whereof 
they  now  accuse  me. 

But  this  I  confess  unto  thee,  that  after  the  way 
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which  they  call  heresy,  so  worship  I  the  God  of 
my  fathers,  believing  all  things  which  are  writ- 
ten in  the  law  and  in  the  prophets.  Acts  xxiv. 
10-14. 

PauFs  defence  before  Agrippa.    Acts  xxvi. 

161  I  rejoice  at  thy  word^  as  one 
that  findeth  great 

Where  shall  wisdom  be  found  ?  and  where  is 
the  place  of  understanding  ? 

Man  knoweth  not  the  price  thereof ;  neither  is 
it  found  in  the  land  of  the  living. 

The  depth  saith,  It  is  not  in  me  :  and  the  sea 
saith,  It  is  not  with  me. 

It  cannot  be  gotten  for  gold,  neither  shall  silver 
be  weighed  for  the  price  thereof. 

It  cannot  be  valued  with  the  gold  of  Ophir, 
with  the  precious  onyx,  or  sapphire. 

The  gold  and  the  crystal  cannot  equal  it :  and 
the  exchange  of  it  shall  not  be  for  jewels  of  fine 
gold. 

No  mention  shall  be  made  of  coral,  or  of  pearls : 
for  the  price  of  wisdom  is  above  rubies. 

The  topaz  of  Ethiopia  shall  not  equal  it,  neither 
shall  it  be  valued  with  pure  gold.  Job,  xxviii. 
12-19. 
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By  knowledge  shall  the  chambers  be  filled  with 
all  precious  and  pleasant  riches.    Prov.  xxiv.  4. 

163  I  hate  and  abhor  IjHlng  :  but  thy 
law  do  I  love. 

Let  love  be  without  dissimulation.  Abhor  that 
which  is  evil:  cleave  to  that  which  is  goodc 
Rom.  xii.  9. 

(We)  have  renounced  the  hidden  things  of  dis- 
honesty; not  walking  in  craftiness^  nor  handling 
the  word  of  God  deceitfully ;  but,  by  manifesta- 
tion of  the  truth,  commending  ourselves  to  every 
man's  conscience  in  the  sight  of  God.  2  Cor. 
iv.  2. 

164  Seven  thnes  a  day  do  I  praise 
thee,  because  of  thy  righteous  judg- 
ments. 

I  will  bless  the  Lord  at  all  times :  his  praise 
shall  continually  be  in  my  mouth.  Psalm 
xxxiv.  1. 

Let  mount  Zion  rejoice,  let  the  daughters  of 
Judah  be  glad,  because  of  thy  judgments.  Psalm 
xlviii.  IL 

I  will  sing  of  the  mercies  of  the  Lord  forever : 
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with  my  mouth  will  I  make  known  thj  faithful- 
ness to  all  generations.    Psalm  Ixxxix.  1. 

165  Great  peace  have  they  which 
love  thy  law  :  and  nothing  shall  offend 
them. 

When  he  giveth  quietness,  who  then  can  make 
trouble  ?    Joh.  xxxiv.  29. 

The  work  of  righteousness  shall  be  peace  ;  and 
the  eiFect  of  righteousness,  quietness  and  assu- 
rance forever.    Isa.  xxxii.  17. 

All  thy  children  shall  be  taught  of  the  Lord ; 
and  great  shall  be  the  peace  of  thy  children.  Isa, 
liv.

166  Lord^  I  have  hoped  for  thy  sal- 
vation^,  and  done  thy  commandments. 

For  the  grace  of  God  that  bringeth  salvation 
hath  appeared  to  all  men, 

Teaching  us,  that  denying  ungodliness  and 
worldly  lusts,  we  should  live  soberly,  righteously, 
and  godly,  in  this  present  world ; 

Looking  for  that  blessed  hope,  and  the  glorious 
appearing  of  the  great  Grod  of  our  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ.

A  man  may  say^  Thou  hast  faith,  and  I  have 
works  :  shew  me  thy  faith  without  thy  works,  and 
I  will  shew  thee  my  faith  by  my  works.  James 
ii.  18. 

167  My  soul  liatli  kept  tliy  testi- 
monies ;  and  I  love  them  exceedingly. 

Enoch  walked  with  God.     Gen.  v.  24. 

I  sat  down  under  his  shadow  with  great  delight, 
and  his  fruit  was  sweet  to  my  taste. 

He  brought  me  to  the  baDqueting-house,  and 
his  banner  over  me  was  love.  Sol.  Song  ii. 
3,4. 

Sin  shall  not  have  dominion  over  you :  for  ye 
are  not  under  the  lawj  but  under  grace. 

What  then  ?  shall  we  sin  because  we  are  not 
under  the  law,  but  under  grace  ?    God  forbid  ! 

Know  ye  not,  that  to  whom  ye  yield  yourselves 
servants  to  obey,  his  servants  ye  are  to  whom  ye 
obey  ]  whether  of  sin  unto  death,  or  of  obedience 
unto  righteousness  ? 

But  God  be  thanked,  that  ye  were  the  servants 
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of  sin ;  but  ye  have  obeyed  from  the  heart  that 
form  of  doctrine  which  was  delivered  you. 

Being  then  made  free  from  sin,  ye  became  the 
servants  of  righteousness,    Rom.  vi.  14-18. 

168  I  have  kept  thy  precepts  and 
thy  testimonies ;  for  all  my  ways  are 
before  thee. 

The  eyes  of  the  Lord  run  to  and  fro  throughout 
the  whole  earth,  to  show  himself  strong  in  behalf 
of  them  whose  heart  is  perfect  toward  him. 
2  Chron.  xvi.  9. 

Thou  compasseth  my  path  and  my  lying  down, 
and  art  acquainted  with  all  my  ways.  Psalm 
cxxxix.  3. 

Beloved,  if  our  heart  condemn  us  not,  then  have 
we  confidence  toward  God.    1  John  iii.  21. 
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TAU. 

169  Let  my  cry  come  near  before 
thee^  0  Lord :  give  me  understanding 
according  to  thy  word. 

Thine  ears  shall  hear  a  word  behind  thee,  say- 
ing, This  is  the  way,  walk  ye  in  it,  when  ye  turn 
to  the  right  hand,  and  when  ye  turn  to  the  left.

Another  angel  came  and  stood  at  the  altar, 
having  a  golden  censer ;  and  there  was  given 
unto  him  much  incense^  that  he  should  offer  it 
with  the  prayers  of  all  saints  upon  the  golden 
altar  which  was  before  the  throne. 

And  the  smoke  of  the  incense,  which  came  with 
the  prayers  of  the  saints,  ascended  up  before  God 
out  of  the  angel's  hand.

172  My  tongue  shall  speak  of  thy 
word :  for  all  thy  commandments  are 
righteousness. 

My  mouth  shall  show  forth  thy  righteousness 
and  thy  salvation  all  the  day  :  for  I  know  not  the 
numbers  thereof. 
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I  will  go  in  the  strength  of  the  Lord  Grod  :  I 
will  make  mention  of  thy  righteousness,  even  of 
thine  only.

Have  not  I  written  to  thee  excellent  things  in 
counsels  and  knowledge. 

That  I  might  make  thee  know  the  certainty  of 
the  words  of  truth ;  that  thou  mightest  answer 
the  words  of  truth  to  them  that  send  unto  thee  ?

He  hath  showed  thee,  0  man,  what  is  good ; 
and  what  doth  the  Lord  require  of  thee,  but  to  do 
justly,  and  to  love  mercy,  and  to  walk  humbly 
with  thy  Grod  ?    Micah  vi.  8. 

173  Let  tliiiie  hand  help  me;  for  I 
have  chosen  thy  precepts. 

If  ye  will  obey  my  voice  indeed,  and  keep  my 
covenant,  then  ye  shall  be  a  peculiar  treasure  unto 
me  above  all  people.    Ex.  xix.  5. 

He  (Jesus)  entered  into  a  certain  village  :  and 
a  certain  woman,  named  Martha,  received  him  into 
her  house. 

And  she  had  a  sister  named  Mary,  which  also 
sat  at  Jesus'  feet,  and  heard  his  word. 

But  Martha  was  cumbered  about  much  serving, 
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and  came  to  Liiii^  and  said,  Lord,  dost  thou  not 
care  tliat  my  sister  hath  left  me  to  serve  alone  ? 
bid  her  therefore  that  she  help  me. 

And  Jesus  answered^  and  said  unto  her^  Martha, 
Martha  J  thou  art  careful,  and  troubled  about  many 
things  : 

But  one  thing  is  needful;  and  Mary  hath 
chosen  that  good  part,  which  shall  not  be  taken 
away  from  her.    LuJce  x.  38-42. 

.174  I  have  longed  for  thy  salvation. 
0  Lord  ;  and  thv  lavr  is  mv  delia^ht. 

I  have  waited  for  thy  salvation,  0  Lord  !  Gen. 
xlix.  18. 

Although  my  house  be  not  so  with  God ;  yet 
he  hath  made  with  me  an  everlasting  covenant, 
ordered  in  all  things  and  sure ;  for  this  is  all  my 
salvation  and  all  my  desire,  although  he  make  it 
not  to  grow.    2  Sam.  xxiii.  5. 

Behold,  there  was  a  man  in  Jerusalem,  whose 
name  was  Simeon;  and  the  same  man  was  just 
and  devout,  waiting  for  the  consolation  of  Israel ; 
and  the  Holy  Ghost  was  upon  him. 

And  it  was  revealed  unto  him  by  the  Holy 
Ghost,  that  he  should  not  see  death,  before  he 
had  seen  the  Lord's  Christ. 
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And  he  came  by  the  Spirit  into  the  temple: 
and  when  the  parents  brought  in  the  child  Jesus, 
to  do  for  him  after  the  custom  of  the  law^ 

Then  took  he  him  up  in  his  arms,  and  blessed 
God;  and  said. 

Lord;  now  lettest  thou  thy  servant  depart  in 
peace,  according  to  thy  word  : 

For  mine  eyes  have  seen  thy  salvation^ 

Which  thou  hast  prepared  before  the  face  of 
all  people ; 

A  light  to  lighten  the  Gentiles,  and  the  glory 
of  thy  people  Israel.    Luhe  ii.  25-32. 

175  Let  my  soul  live,  and  it  shall 
praise  thee ;  and  let  thy  judgments 
help  me. 

Your  heart  shall  live  forever.    Psalm  xxii.  26. 

Come,  and  let  us  return  unto  the  Lord  :  for  he 
hath  torn,  and  he  will  heal  us ;  he  hath  smitten, 
and  he  will  bind  us  up. 

After  two  days  will  he  revive  us  :  in  the  third 
day  he  will  raise  us  up,  and  we  shall  live  in  his 
sight. 

Then  shall  we  know,  if  we  follow  on  to  know 

the  Lord  :  his  going  forth  is  prepared  as  the 

morning ;  and  he  shall  come  unto  us  as  the  rain, 
12^ 
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as  the  latter  and  former  rain  unto  the  earth. 
Hosea  vi.  1-3. 

He  shall  sit  as  a  refiner  and  purifier  of  silver: 
and  he  shall  purify  the  sons  of  Levi,  and  purge 
them  as  gold  and  silver,  that  they  may  offer  unto 
the  Lord  an  offering  in  righteousness.    Mai.  iii.  3. 

"VVe  faint  not;  but  though  our  outward  man 
perish,  yet  the  inward  man  is  renewed  day  by 
day. 

,  For  our  light  affliction,  which  is  but  for  a  mo- 
ment, worketh  for  us  a  far  more  exceeding  and 
eternal  weight  of  glory ; 

While  we  look  not  at  the  things  which  are  seen, 
but  at  the  things  which  are  not  seen  :  for  the 
things  which  are  seen  are  temporal ;  but  the 
things  which  are  not  seen  are  eternal.  2  Cor. 
iv.  16-18. 

176  I  have  gone  astray  like  a  lost 
sheep  :  seek  thy  servant ;  for  I  do  not 
forget  thy  commandments. 

All  we  like  sheep  have  gone  astray ;  we  have 
turned  every  one  to  his  own  way ;  and  the  Lord 
hath  laid  on  him  the  iniquity  of  us  all.  Isa. 
liii.  6. 

I  have  surely  heard  Ephraim  bemoaning  him- 
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self  thus  :  Thou  hast  chastised  ine,  and  I  was 
chastised^  as  a  bullock  unaccustomed  to  the  yoke : 
turn  thou  me^  and  I  shall  be  turned ;  for  thou  art 
the  Lord  my  God.    Jer.  xxxi.  18. 

The  Son  of  Man  is  come  to  seek  and  to  save 
that  which  was  lost.    Luke  xix.  10. 

For  ye  were  as  sheep  going  astray  ;  but  are 
now  returned  unto  the  Shepherd  and  Bishop  of 
your  souls.    1  Peter  ii.  25.
